3. They are’ more frugal, and when they

hand, carefully fave it till atime of need ; and 
fo, if at anytime they are out of -Work, they

Extravagance of our Poor, whith, by the way, 


this Gentleman will find very hard’to reduce; is 


fuch, that thofe who Earn.-20 5. per Week in 
full Work, at our Manufaétures, on the leaft

Now thefe Circumftances of our Poor, and 
theirs, makes it plain, that as we tink the Price, 
fo can they 3:and "tis plain, their Poor can Starve 
ours, 

Hf it be faid, Our Poor mutt fearn to live. 
hard, I believe the Methods to bring tliem te it, 
willbe hard Our People may be Star- 
ved, but they will never be Frugal; and to re- 
duce them to it by either Force of Laws, or Ne- 
ceflity of Trade, would be to mane them Mad, 
and end in fuch Confutions. as I care not to des

If a Foreign Nation can bring their Poor to 
Work for 3 d.to 5d, aDay, it would be found 

Impraéticanle here, unlefs yor would reduce 
the General Value of the whole Kingdom, and
